7. Hyp. you ſay, Tou caft away Chriſts Government,Diſcipline and Dottrine,and 
Algnifters, thou told'ſt me there was no need for any Diſcipline. ] remember not thoſe 
words ( but we had more diſcourſe than that I am ſure, and therefore by F. Ps 
Rule, you are in this, Crafry Marglers and Curtailers, &Cc.) butl intended them 
not 2gainſt Order and Diſcipline, but againſt impoſing G.F?*s Forms on others 
which in Conſcience cannot ſubmit to them as Chriſts Government and great Or- 
dinances. &c. And if you mean by Chriſts Government and Ordinauces, G.F's Laws 
and Party, ( as it ſeems to me you do) then I confeſs, as ſuch, I do caſt them away 
as the Calf Aaron made to pleaſe the People, for I cannot receive them as ſuch 
Djenities, as you in your yp. would have them be,or as C. * _ faith, From the 
Oracle of Divine Breath, for there appears to nie as much caule to proteſt againſt 
you and them, as for the Proteſtants againſt the Papiſts Sacrament of the Altar, for 
they would have the Brea to be received as Chriſts Real Body ; and your high 
dignifying G.F's Laws.,do tcnd to the ſame Idolatry. Hyp. p.8. ſay you, T. C's 
Pieceof jtollen woras which he doth nt deny,but faith he took ther out of W.Rs.] wons 
der you are not aſhamed to aſſert {uch Untruths ( were this againſt S. Cr:þ, he 
would call, you, Lyers. and Palpable Lyecs, &c. ) ye would think it unrighte- 
ous Jadgment to accuſe you for Impoſers, and to be Lards over the Con- 
ſciences of your Brethren, and for proof thereof, to ſay you do not deny it, but 
F. EC. doth deny it, and never did ſo ſay, therefore your Accuſation is unrighte- 
ous, and flanderous, and in it three untruths : 1. That T.C. Sole or took 
them from W.R. 2. That he doth not deny it. 3. But ſaith ſo. For that diſcourſe 
with F. P. was about his Fathers Teſtimonies, and not any other part of thatBook 
And inp. 8. Hyp. you ſay, Thou ſaycſt ſome have promoted Government and Orders to 
corapelling others before convincement.. Here you mangle and abuſe, by picking out 
words to alter the ſenſe :for in p. 11.1 fay, Some have endeavoured to promote, &Cc. 
But you, as your uſual manner 15, drop what 1s not for your purpoſe, and leave 
out Endeavoured, alio many other words, whereby the ſenſe js altered, for there 
is great difference between doing and endeayouring to do a thing ; for that may 
be endeayourrd which is never done, but I will ſhew you what I mean by Endea- 
vouring to compel;conſtrain, or impoſe : I take to import much one, as Gal. 2.14. 
Paul to Peter, Why compelleſt thou the Gentiles ? &c. and they conſirain you to 
be Circumciſed: now they had no power to compel them, but by Preaching to 
them, That except they were Circumciſed and kept the Law of Moſes, they could not 
ve ſaved; as Atts 15. This is by Paul termed Compelling, or Conſtraining, and by 
him witliſtood and teſtified againſt, although promoted by Perer the Eldeſt Apo- 
ie; and Perer &c? had more to ſay for themſelves and sſes's Law, than you have 
for G. F. and his Laws. of Womens Meetings and Marriages: and although the 


Church atFeraſalem at the Requelt of the Gezr/les, (2nd not by any aſſumed Pow- 
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er to inforce Laws) reſolved the Queſtion ; the Geztiics need not obſerve 
Moſes his Laws : yet we find in the Epiſtles to the Romans,Corrmthians and Galat:- 
ans, that th Apoltle permitted the Practice of ſome things to ſome, that were 
_ conſciencious of them ; as Days, Mears,&c. and ſaid, Let every one be fully perſwa- 
ded in his own Mind, fudg not one another : and it was the Preaching of Forms or 
Ceremonies of neceſſity to Salvation that then was termed compelling : although 
ſach things as might be allowed to be believed or practiſed, yet when they would 
impoſe them on others, they are termed 4 Yoke, and not to be born, and caufed Paul 
to lay, 1f you be Circumciſed, Chriſt ſhall vrofit you nothing : now conſider the high 
Dignities. you have given G.#'s Laws,and what Sons of Perdition you render them 
That cannot ſo reverence them ; if it do not amount to what was by Paul termed. 
Compelling or Conſtraining : for you in effett ſay,Urleſs you will be Circumciſed with 
G. F*s Circumciſion, and keep bis Law, no Salvation : for the Inquiſition doth nor 
torce any, but puniſh Perſon or Eſtate ; but you have not Power yet over either of - 
them. And I ſhall rather chooſe to be at the kindneſs of ſome now in power,than 
{ome of you, now the Ruling Party, whoI term G. #*s Party, who are exalting 
the greateſt and higheſt Myſtery of Iniquity that hath appeared ſome Ages,which 
you are ſetting up above all that 15 called God,,v:z. G. F's Laws. For woat 
was commanded in Scripture muſt not be praftiſed unleſs required by the ſame Spirit - 
but if we have notUnity with your Womens Meetings, &c. (Idolizing G. F. his Laws) 
then theuntverſalSpirit cannot receives, but are erred from our meaſures,but you have 
Unity with the leaſt meaſure : therefore they that cannot ſo do, have not the leaſt 
meaſure. Whereby it ſeems that G. F. &c. have put a Zack on Heaven, and 
giventhe Key to the Womens Meeting. Allo in page 8. AHyp. Proudly ſaying, away 
with calling your ſelves the People of God, and judge others : Here you again diſhoneſt- 
ly pick out words, for in p. 12. 1.C. ſaith, Away with callins your ſelves thePeople of 
God,as aBody of People, &c.but them words,as a Boay of People,you diſhoneſtly leave 
out, and skip ſeveral lines, then take azd Fudge others, where again you leave out 
all, for my words are, Juage all others, and you wrong the fenſe, and pervert my 
words by leaving out words, and ye beguilty of that you blame me for, v:z. 
Harſh Tudging, for 1t is that proud Imagination, that you are the People of God, and 
one elfe (as ſome have ſaid, and that You be the Body of Chri/t ) that I am againſt. 
And in p. 9. ſaith, Arr wor thou a Ranter, who ſaith i: thy Title-page You Quakers. 
That word was for ſecreſy, not for reproach, but yourT erm Rapter, gives greater 
cauſe to ſuſpect you be not Chriſt:an-Npakers , and I wiſh for your own Sakes, you 
were as free from the Spirit that luſteth to Envy and Lordſhip over your Brethren 
as 7.C. is from indulging any fleſhly eaſe, or ſinful Liberty, and ill were it ſor 
T. C. you had ſuch Proofs of his Rantzſm and Looſenefs, as he hath of your Im- 
poſitions : but I do believe 1/. P*s Teſtimonies, and if that be with you Ranr;/7n, L 
am content to be vile, with ſuch, knowing it is the ſame Spirit as called Chriſt 
Devil; & ſeeing you will be my Father-Cornfeſſors, I fear you arc of that Generation 
that will, tho the Maſter torbad it,pull up the Tares for fear they ſhould ftpoil the 
Wheat, for you under pretence of fear of feſbly Liberty,will deſtroy Liberty of Con- 
ſerence ; only ye exceed thein, for they ſtaid until there was 7ares,but you for on

find, who may be ſo blind as to deny their own Light; ( although they think it 
true) to obey G. F. but ſuch a Submiffion once coſt a Prophet dear, and the Chil- 
dren of 1/7ael were not to dance about the Calf, and ſay, {heſe be thy Gods, al- 
though no leſs Man than Aaron was concerned. Andin p. 12. Hyp, There are 
Outward Forms that God ownes and ſtays in, Byt theſe words of 7. 1V. by you ci-- 
ted, are much perverted, to make them ſpeak for compelling or conform- 
10g without or againſt Conviction, but are quite contrary,and are thus ; p. 27.Teft. 
Who have Spiritual Worſhip, can no loager ſtay in any Form then God ſtays ther ein, but 
by his Spirit are led into whatſoever he goes, and out of whatever he departs. Here is 
no Outward Limitation to G. F*'s Laws. Hyp. p. 12. We doown the 
Power of God, and the Form which he hath led us into. But would you do as 
you would be done by, wh:ch :5 the Duty of all Chriſts Diſciples, then you would 
allow others the ſame Liberty as you take, for what proof give you, only you ſay. 
fo, but if thoſe you call Apoſtates ſay fo, then Rotten Heart, and joyned to the, 
Son of Perdition, as in p. 9. of Hyp. You will have all Judgment, and be ſure to 
2cquit your ſelves; and condemn others ; but the difference is not about what you - 
own, but that you would compel others to own the ſame : Would you but allow 
Others their Liberty to enjoy their Faith in God, and his Law in their Hearts, as 
you do yours in G.F. and his Laws ; I know not of any great difference, only yau 
will manifeſt your ſelves to be ſome of the Zo heres : (come to G. F*'s comely Or- 
der ) but Chriſt faid, go zor forth : the Lord knows who be his, and needs nar 
G. E*s Livery to be known by, that will not prove the Wedaing Garment when the 
Maſter views his Gueſts. And in p. 12. yp. ſay you, What If. P. E. B. az4W. P. ap- 
ply to falſe Churches concerning Outward Orders, that you apply to G.F. and Friends 
za Truth. Compelling and Imitation without Inward Convictionis as bad among 
you as any, and more deteſtable, and Ziberry of Conſcience duc from you above any 
People, becauſe that was the Foundation of your gathering every_ one to know 


the Light in his own Heart to be his Guide.

Thoſe words that be of a different charaCter, were by them left out, and 
the Senſ? thereby altered : they have twice added to G.B. his words.,in p. .7. with= - 
out Perſons, and p.6.without reſpetF of Perſens;and in ſeveral other places have ad- 
ded words, which be here omitted, and in p. 10. they fay, thou ſayeſt, declaring 
and ſpeahang 1s not in the diſpoſition of Perſons, and the Form was once true, until the 
Dragoa entred ; and Cite p. 19. but I cannot find the Sentences in all that page. 
P- 3-42yp.T hou failt, the Seed is come,and The Yr in many, who v5 not tobe under 
Tutors and Gevernours which mult 70r be li:©mred. Here they leave out in many.and. 
{o render the Sentence general, when it 1s reſtrictive. Scme have of late acted far. 
contrary, and have [ cndcavour'd ] to promote Government and Orders, even to the 
compelling others before Convincement : here they leave out many words ; but 
that word endeavoured doth manifeſtly alter the Senſe. And you fay in p. 4- 
Amway with calling your ſelves the People of Goa, lag a Body of People ;Jt is not hereby 
meant, but thar Eod hath of your Tribe, many ſcaled ones but not moe fo2 being only of

I here alio they leave 
out, in the middle, what the Kingdom conſiſts in, and is the- material Part ofthe 
Sentence. Again, Pag. 12. Hath not Eod ſaid by ſome of you, He will teach his 
People himſelf, now accowding to Scripture, and you alſo have declared he is come and 
known, yet you will not like god Joſhua fall down and give way, but {t3]]l hold the Peo- 


ple or limit them by your Orders and Directions. Here by leaving out the middle 


and putting both ends together, they jumble and miſpliace the werds alſo. And
